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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 7 and 1 2 - 39 (renumbered 1 - 35) are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The present invention of claims 1 - 7 and 1 2 - 39 is directed to a method and 
apparatus for recording and reproducing a data area storing a first clip stream file and a 

second clip stream file, the first clip stream file including video data for reproducing the 

still images including a first still image and a second still image, the second clip stream 

file including audio data. 

Independent claims 1,12,13,14 and 1 5 identify the unique distinct feature " the 
plavitem including a format indicator indicating a coding format of the first clip stream 
file, the plavlist file including type information indicating whether or not the audio data 
associated with the sub-playitem is usable for the still images, and the playlist file 
including first still information indicating whether to display at least one still image for 

one of a finite and an infinite period of time " 

The closet prior art, Maruyama et al (US 6,385,289 B1) discloses a data area 

storing a first clip stream file and a second clip stream file, the first clip stream file 
including video data for reproducing the still images including a first still image and a 
second still image, the second clip stream file including audio data (Figs 3 and 1 1 and 
col. 12, lines 26-33); a playlist area storing at least one playlist file (Fig. 3 ), the playlist 
file including mark information (Fig. 8) and at least one playitem and at least one sub- 
playitem (Fig. 27, Col. 35, lines 45-61), the mark information providing presentation 
information on the second still image to provide for at least skipping (Fig. 8) from 
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reproducing the first still image to reproducing the second still images (Fig. 11), the 
playitem indicating an in-time and an out-time of the first clip stream file for reproducing 
the first and second still images, the sub-playitem indicating an in-time and an out-time 
of the second clip stream file for reproducing the audio data (Fig. 27, Col. 35, lines 45- 
61), the playitem managing the first and second still images and the sub-playitem 
managing the audio data so as to permit independent reproduction of the first and the 
second still images and the audio data; and a management area storing at least a first 
clip information file and a second clip information file (see Figs 8 and 11), the first clip 
information file including mapping information between a presentation time and a unit of 
the first clip stream file (Col. 12, lines 26-33 and Col. 14, lines 11-15; Fig. 12), the 
second clip information file including mapping information between a presentation time 
and a unit of the second clip stream file (Col. 1 2, lines 26-33; Col. 1 4, lines 11-15; Fig. 
12), the first and second clip information files corresponding to the first and second clip 
stream files, respectively (Fig. 1 1 ; Col. 12, lines 26-33). Mori et al. (US 2002/01 10369 
A1) discloses the playitem managing the first and second still images and the sub- 
playitem managing the audio data so as to permit independent reproduction of the first 
and the second still images and the audio data (Figs. 12A.B, 36A,B; Paragraphs 
[0188,0233]). The combination of Maruyama et al and Mori et al fail to anticipate or 
render the above mentioned underlined limitations obvious. 
Hence claim 1,12,13,14 and 1 5 are allowed. 

Since claims 2 - 7 are dependent on claim 1 , claims 16-21 are dependent on 
claim 1 2, claims 22 - 27 are dependent on claim 1 3, claims 28 - 33 are dependent on 
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claim 14 and claims 34 - 39 are dependent on claim 15, therefore they are also 
allowed. 

Hence claims 1 - 7 and 12-39 are allowed over prior art.
